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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 5-31 are pending in the application. 

2. Applicant's amendment and remarks, filed 1/2/09, are acknowledged. 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/2/09 
has been entered. 

4. All claims (claims 5-31 ) remain rejected under 35 USC 1 03(a) over Westmeyer et 
al. {US Pat. 6,356,696} for reasons of record given in the previous Office Action issued 
10/2/08. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/2/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant has amended the independent claims (claims 5, 14 and 29) to further 
claim a step of separating the carboxylate from the hydroalkoxysilane and then argues 
that such a step renders the presently claimed invention novel and non-obvious over the 
teachings of Westmeyer et al. because Westmeyer et al. do not teach or suggest a step 
of separating the carboxylate from the hydroalkoxysilane. Applicant argues, that rather, 
Westmeyer et al. teaches that filtration of their compositions is done after a hydrosilation 
reaction when no Si-H is left in the composition. 
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This argument is not convincing because it is known from Westmeyer et al. that 
the carboxylates are stabilizing agents for the silanes (e.g., hydroxyalkoxysilane) in the 
Westmeyer et al. composition. One having ordinary skill in the art, in view of the 
teachings in Westemeyer et al., would have known how to stabilized a 
hydroalkoxysilane for later use as a hydrosilation reagent, at the very least. Also, one 
having ordinary skill in the art recognizing that the carboxylate is an insoluble solute in 
the hydroalkoxysilane and desiring to separate the carboxylate from the 
hydroalkoxysilane so as to solely use the hydroalkoxysilane, would have easily gleaned 
how to separate the carboxylate from the hydroalkoxysilane (e.g., by filtration). Thus, 
the presently added step of separation the carboxylate from the hydroalkoxysilane 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art in view of the teachings of Westmeyer 
et al. Therefore, the presently claimed invention is prima facie obvious over Westmeyer 
etal.
